New York, October 13—John Armstrong 
Chanler, the devorced husband of Amelie 
Rives, and great grandsen of John Jacob 
Astor, is reported to be insane in the 
‘Bloomingdale asylum. Mir. Chanier left 
the city suddenly last spring and it was 
said by his friends that he had gone to 
Europe. The fact has leaked out that he 
is in Bloomingdale under treatment. 

It is denied by his friends that Mr. 
Chanler is insane or that his mind is ef- 
fected in the least. He was taken to 
Bioomingdale, these friends assert, to gain 
a much needed rest:and treatment for 
nervous disorders. The affection of his 
nerves and a general physical breakdown 
was due, they say, to overwork. 

Harry Van Ness Philip, his law partner 
and closest friend, said of his illness today: 


“The report of Mr. Chanler’s insanity 
is entirely unfounded. I saw him yester- 
day and conversed with him on business 
matters and he conversed in a perfectly 
rational manner. 
in the least. 

“Mr. Chanler was simply broken down 
in health and went to this retreat for rest 
and treatment. He is now much improved. 

“It was given out that he had gone to 
Europe in order that he might rest in ab- 
solute quiet - and retirement, Only 
friends and relatives who stood closest to 
him were aware of his whereabouts. 
These have called upon him frequentiy to 
relieve the monotony of his confinement,’’ 


He Has a Large Income. 

Mr. Chanler inherited an income from the 
Astor estate of more than $30,000 a year. 
He was educated at Columbia and Rugby 
and has spent much of his time since at- 
taining his majority in Europe. He is a 
member of nearly all the prominent clubs 
of New York. 

After leaving college he entered the pro- 
fession of law in partnership with Harry 
Van Ness Philip. He did not pay much at- 
tention to business until recently and has 
allowed his law partner to attend to the 
management of the firm’s affairs. 

He married Amelie Rives, the author, in 
I8s8 and the couple spent a long Lime 
abroad. They were divorced in 1895. 


The Evening World today publishes an 
article signed by Arthur -Brisbine, which 
Says in part: 

‘Mr. Chanler was’confined against his 
will on an order issued in the regular way 
by tne court. Mr. Chanier’s tamily, in 
committing him, acted upon tne advice vf 
physicians and especially @pon tne advice 
of the doctor who nad been tor many years 
Mr. Chanier’s reguiar puysician. Tney 
acted further upon the aavice of Mr. Starr, 
a specMlist in mentai disorders and wino 
Signed tNe application tur mr. Caanlei’s 
commitment. 

“Mr. Chanler was committed not because 
of any Overt act demonstrating iusanity, 
but because of the fear of his re.a.ives 
tnat his mental conaition might result in 
any moment in some violent outbreak. He 
was committed to Bloomington rather than 
to a more quiet private asyium because of 
the fear that a man of his determined char- 
acter could be kept in confinement omy 
by the most rigorous and systematic su- 
pervision. 

“Soon after Mr. Chanler’s commitment, 
Senator David B. Hill, who has known, him 
for some time, paid him a visit at Blbdom- 
ingdale. Senator Hill, after a long inier- 
view, decided that it would be better not 
to interfere in the matter. 

‘Mr. Chanler is not a violent lunatic, but 
it is alleged is subject to nallucinations. 
In the statements which formed the basis 
for his commitment, his hallucinations in- 
cluded the belief that he had succeeded by 
will power in changing the shape of his 
face and the color of his’ eyes, _be- 
lieving himself to be the reincarnation of 
Napoleon and that he would make a great 
fortune by a system of play at the Monte 
Carlo gambling tables. The affidavit upon 
which he was committed averred that he 
was a victim of the hal.ucination suggested 
above, and, furthermore, that there was 
insanity in his family—an aunt having at 
one time been insane. 

“Mr. Chanler’s main grievance and ais 
greatest objection to his commitment fol- 
lows: 

‘““*He declares that he is a resident of 
Virginia. not of New York, and that he 
was lured to New York from Virginia— 
‘kidnaped is the word he uses—although he 
admits that it was done by weil meaning 
but misinformed friends.’ ”’ 

Mr. Chanler’s relatives and friends en- 
tertain a belief that he will soon be re- 
moved from Bloomingdale, possibly to go 
abroad in the hands of careful nurses and 
physicians.

He had regular customers, niee 
chants here and through the country, who 
would give him orders for a case of shoes, 
one hundred pounds of tobacco, ten bolts 
of prints, a bolt or more of silk, hams, 
side meat, butter, snuff, sugar, coffee— 
anything, in fact, that they needed to re- 
plenish their stock. This ‘‘“Mother Mandle- 
baum’ could fill such an order in two 
days less time than an Atlanta or Chatta- 
nooga drummer and for half the money. 

These robbers and their associates kept 
warehouses in which they stored their 
booty and they always had a large general 
stock of dry goods, groceries and provi- 
sions on hand. 

Walter Bohannon says that his custom- 
ers treated him badly. They would not 
pay him more than a fourth or a third 
of the value fer goods. | 

“They got to beating me down on the 
price unt’l they wold give me only $1 a 
bolt for dressgoods. ‘It did not make any 
difference whether it was calico or silk, 
muslin or plaids. All they would pay was 
$1 a bolt.” ; 

“Your customers must have made a 
great deal of money?’ was suggested. 

‘‘No, they did not,”’ Bohannon answered. 
‘“Tney got to cutting prices on each other 
and selling so cheaply trying to run each 
other out of business, that there was very 
little profit in it, even for my trade. As 
for the other merchants who dd not buy 
from me, they were almost ruined. I guess 
some of them were ruined, because they / 
could not compete with my eustomers.”*/ 


Railroad Agent Indicted. 

Sensational developments came thick and 
fas* today. An indictment was found 
against Tom Pecples, agent of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad here, and his son, 
Diew N. Peeples. They are charged with

BENDER CONVICTED: 
LANGSTON FINED

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his near relatives was on the supreme 
court bench some years ago. 
Langston Fined $750. 

Jesse Langston, who plead guilty last 
night to receiving stolen goods, was sen- 
tenced this morning to pay $750 and serve 
twelve months on the chainganeg, but the 
Imprisonment was conditionally suspended. 

Jesse Langston was gent for yesterday. 
He lives in Murray county. When the of- 
ficers reached his farm Langston was hid 
ing in the woods. He had not been in his 
house for several days. The report Was 
brought to the court that Langston had 
nervous prostration and was not physically 
able to come to Dalton. Bud Langston 
was badly frightened. He had not left the 
county, as had been reported, but had 
taken to the woods. 

Mrs. Langston did not think that he 
would. come in, but she saki she would 
send a messenger to advise him to return 
to the house. After a short wait Langston 
@ppeared, and he decided tu come over ta 
Dalton with a lawyer. They came, and 
Langston plead guilty. He says that he 
did not have many transactions with Bo- 
hannon, but admits that he did buy some 
things from him. Langston's mental ma- 
chinery does not always run true. He has 
been off, mentally, at times and this and 
his shattered health had great weight with 
Judge Fite, : 

Langston was given an Opportunity to 
make a statement. 

The prisoner stated that he was nearlv 
fifty years old and had never had a cuse 
before in court. Continuing, he said: 

“I met Bohannon on the street here in 
Dalton one day and he offered me some 
wool, which I bought at 12% cents a pound. 
There were about three hundred pounds 
of it. Ohannon delivered it at my house. 
I live in the country eight miles from here, 
and did not know Bohunnon’s character. 
When he delivered it I made no attempt to 
conceal it and any one could see it.’’ 

Turning his eyes to the ceiling and with 
husky voice, Langston added: 

“I bought that wool in wood faith, as 
the Lord knows.”’ 

Mr. C. N. Hill, of Spring Place, attor- 
ney for Langston, made an appeal for him 
on the ground of his wrecked physical 
condition and uncertain mental makeup. 

Judge Passes Sentence. 

Judge Fite, in passing sentence, ex- 
pressed deep sympathy with Langston, but 
at the same time reminded him that the 
outraged law demanded his punishment. 

“A great many people do not know what 
the law is. They do not think that it is 
very wrong to buy stolen goods, espectally 
when stolen from a railroad. 

“TI have Known you several years and 
considered your character to be goud. But 
you have broken the law. You have come 
up and acknowledged your guilt Hike a 
man in one case. There were three charges. 
You spoke of only one case. You had your 
own reasons -for not saying anything about 
the other two. I do not blame you much 
for that. 

“T take this position, that the more in- 
telligent and pronsinent a guilty man is, the 
heavier should be his punishment. You 
were a responsible man In your county, a 
member of the church, a man of family 
and of means. The court knows of his 
own knowledge that you are in a physi- 
cally weak state. It is within the power of 
the court to sentence you to the penitentia- 
ry for five years or to sentence you to pay 
$1,000. It is discre-

Langston slowly rose to his feet and stood 
unsteadily while Judge Fiie ordered him 
to pay a fine of $750 and then added twelve 
months on tbe chaingang. The chaingang 
feature almost paralyzed the prisoner 
and he would have collapsed right there 
had not the judge in the next breath added: 

“But L will suspend the sentence to ifal- 
prisonment on condition that you pay the 
fine and hereafter lead an honorable life.”’

and afterwards sold to Captain Tom lee- 


ples, 
Bohannon on the Stand. 

Walter Bohannon was put up by the 
State, and testified that he had known 
Captain T. J. Peeples, the defendant, five 
or six years. The witness said that he 
stole a roll of carpet from a Southern rail- 
way car on April 15, 1895. He broke the seal 
on the car door at the coal chute, eight 
miles above Dalton, and it was thrown off a 
mile above Dalton. Jim Harris and Ed 
Morris helped him carry it to Anthony 
Cook’s wagon, and Cook hauled it to young 
Peeples’'s barn. Anthony Cook hauled the 
carpet to LittUle Tom Peeples’s barn about 
3 o'clock one morning. Little Tom Peeples 
is the defendant's son. His barn was a mile 
from the defendant’s house. 

The carpet was encased in burlap. “I 
sold the carpet to Captain Peeples and he 
paid me for it $12.0. The roll was marked 


115 yards. The payment was made on the 


west side of the depot,”’ said Bohannon. He 
judged that the carpet was an ingrain 
worth 30 or 40 cents a yard, Bohannon 
thought that the sale occurred about a 


year ago. Solicitor Maddox asked whether 


Captain Peeples knew that he, witness, 
was robbing the railroad. The defense ob- 
jected, but the judge allowed the witness 
to answer. Bohannon stated that he had 
talked with Peeples about things that had 
been found along the Southern railway. 
Captain Peeples remarked that he was not 
friendly to the Southern road, and did not 
care What happened to it. ‘Just go in get 
what you want, but don’t involve me,” Bo- 
hannon stated that Captain Peeples had 
suid to him once. 

A Severe Examination. 

Colonel Jones cross-examined Bohannon 
about his past, going into it year by year 
and day by day. The witness told of a tmp 
which he made in 188, when he was run 
off from Dalton by the police. He told 
every place he stopped—Texarkanna, Litte 
Rinck, St. Louis, Vincennes, Louisville, 
Bowling Green and half a dozen other 
points. In some towns he remained a week, 
at other places he spent only a few min- 
utes. The witness took care of himself all 
right, and created an occasional laugh, 
Bohannon dented that he robbed the Trot- 
ter store in Dalton, saying that he plead 
guiliy to entering the store in order to save 
his brother. He worked on the railroad 
firing off an@ on for some years. Ajiter 
IS84 Re did not work much. He traded 
some in apples, brass, scrap iron and mis- 
cellaneous articles. In 1889 he was arrested 
for carrying stofen brass into Tennessee. 
He bought and paid for the brass. In isl 
he worked a short time on the Central rail- 
road. He did not do much at ear robbing 
until 1894. All along after 1892 he speculated 
some in wheat and cotton. Jim Harris was 
with him a few times prior to 1894. The 
first thing the witness stole from a car 
was tobacco, two boxes. He broke the 
seal on the door, That was in North Dal- 
ton. He did not know how long the train 
stayed there, as he went off after robbing 
the car. That was about 1890 or 1891. The 
Witness Was marricd in February, 192. lie 
was a little uncertain about the year for 
& minute or two. Jim Harris suggested the 
first robbery. Harris was not with him 
in his second robbery, when he got some 
wool, but was with him on the third expe- 
dition, when they got a box of books. They 
threw the books in a well. The witness did 
not pretend to know the dates of all of his 
robberies, but stated that he could give 
dates and details of later robberies. Al 
told, Bohannon said that he had made 
about $3,000 by robbing cars, but had none 
of it now. “I made a good deal more by 
speculating than by stealing,”’ he declared. 

Bohannon Always Alert. 

Colone] Jones questicned Bohannon as to 
the dates named in fifteen indictments. ‘lhe 
attorney would name the articles stole. 
and the parties with him, and ask him 


box car had not been brought out by the 
state. Bohannon will have to go over parts 
of his testimony again tomorrow. If the 
defense catches him back on the stand, if 
he was lying today the defense will trap 
him, but if he wag telling the truth it 
will strengthen the prosecution.

The Conviction of Bender. 

When Bohannon came down from the 
stand, court took a recess until this morn- 
ing. If young Tom Peeples is within reach, 
he will be put on the stand. Captain 
Peeples has been a prominent citizen here 
for several years. He has strong friends and 
bitter enemies. 

Councilman John Bender was convicted 
today. All the evidence and the opening 
arguments were heard yesterday. Colonel 
McCamy closed this morning for the de- 
fense, and: Colonel Shumate for the state. 
The jury went out at 10 o’clock and did not 
agree until 4 o'clock, when a verdict of 
guilty with a recommendation to mercy 
was brought in. Bender’s attorneys de- 
manded that the jury be polled. This was 
done’ in the presence of the Peeples jury, 
and certainly dd not help this case any. 

Colonel Watt Harris and Colonel McCamy 
will speak for Peeples, and Colonel Shu- 
mate and Judge R. T. Dorsey, of Atlanta, 
for the state.

The friends of Bob Walthour and Con 
Baker in Atlanta were delighted yesterday 
to see the success the two riders had in 
Louisville at the national meet. Walthour 
ran second both in the mfie open and in the 
two-mile open. Cooper won both of these 
events with Bobby a close second. In get- 
ting second Bob beat some of the best men 
in the country including men like Nat But- 
ler, Owen Kimball, John Johnson, and, in 
fact, all of the national circuit cracks. 
This only goes .to show that Walthour is 
one of the coming champions of the worid 
and the time is fast coming when he will 
be recognized as one of the fastest men in 
the country. He will return here after the 
meet in Louisville and be ready for the 
next big race at the Coliseum—may be to 


meet Bald if the champion wi:l stay here 


to meet him. Con Baker, who went with 
Bob, won the professional handicap. Baker 
is getting back into his old form and if he 
returns to Atlanta may yet show the men 


|" who have defeated him a thing or two. : 
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tall and handsome and looks every inch an 
athlete. He weighs 178 pounds and is a 
man of almost perfect build. While he was 
being sketched he talked of the race. 

“I have not been riding much lately, but 
I am in perfect condition. Last week in 
Racine I rode an exhibition mile tin 1:49, 
and that was the first time that I had been 
on a wheel in two weeks. If this track is 
good I think that I can win the race from 
Caton. I know that he is a hard man to 
beat on an indoor track, but I feel just in 
the condition to do it. I can tell better what 
I think I can do after I see the track this 
afternoon.”’ 

Bald on the Track. 

After Bald had had his dinner and taken 
a short rest he went out to the track. His 
wheels and racing suits had been taken 
out and put in his dressing room. Before 
getting on the track the champion waiked 
all round it and looked at the curves. He 
did not say anything, but when he had 
finished his inspection a quiet smile came 
over his countenance and he wore a look 
that was more than satisfied. When Bald 
had donned his racing suit (Manager 
Prince announced that the tandem was 
ready for him and he went out tothe traca 
where about 500 people were waiting to sco 
him make his first try. 

Bald in a Trial Mile. 

As he mounted his wheel and rode on to 
the track he was greeted with quite a 
burst of applause by the spectators. Foote 
and Tatum, the pacemakers, were on their 
tandem waiting for him on the back 
stretch, and as he came round they picked 
him up and started out to carry him a 
mile or so. As he passed the grand stand 
three stop watches were put on him and 
when. he had gone a mile the watches all 
showed that it had taken him just 2.05. 
After he had gone a mile he took it easier 
and worked out two or three more miles. 
He also took several sprints and if he had 
any trouble in holding the curves no one 
knew it except himself, for it was not ap- 
parent to the crowd. Bald will be on the 
track twice more today and by night he 
will be able to ride the track just as well 
as any rider. 

Eaton wag on the track also, but he and 
Bald did not ride together. Eaton has in- 
proved wonderfully and is now tiding like 
a streak. He is in better condition than he 
was ever in before and will ride the race 
of his life tonight. The majority of those 
who saw the two men practice thought that 
Eaton had the better of it and that he will 
win out tonight. Eaton is also confident; 
in fact, he is so confident that he placed 
$100 with “Manager Prince for Bald to cover 
as a side bet that he would win the race. 


Eaton and Bald Make a Bet. 

Last night Bald covered the money with 
another $100, which added to the purse of 
$300, will make the winner of the race to- 
night just $500 better off. It was stated last 
night that both men were so confident that 
they were both willing to back themselves 
for more and today the bet may be doubled. 

The plan for running the race has been 
changed some and it will not be run in 
three heats of one, two and three miles 
as was first intended. Bald did not want 
to ride two or three miles, but wanted 
to run it in three heats of one mile each. 
Eaton did mot make any kick, but said 
that he, of course, preferred to run the 
race as was originally intended. To split 
the matter, Manager Prince decided to 
have the race in three heats. The first heat 
one mile, the second heat two mules and 
the third heat, if necessary, one mile. Both 
men readily agreed to this and so the mat- 
ter was settled. Everything is in readiness 
now for the race tonight and it will be‘the 
greatest race ever seen in the south. The 
two champions have been trying to get to- 
gether now for a long time and now that 
the chance has come both of them will do 
all in their power to down the other.

ATLANTA HORSE WINS RACES. 


Joe Jordan’s Mare Does Pretty Work 
at Cobb County Fair. 


An Atlanta horse won two of the races 
at the Cobb county fair yesterday, outrun- 
ning the other entries in two of the pret- 
tiest races of the day. 

The horse was the bay mare of Mr. Joe 
Jordan, of Atlanta, and she won the novel- 
ty race and the 2:35 pacing race. She paced 
the mile in 2:24. The trotting race was

and after the health officer’s inspection 
was over they went on board and accom- 
panied Miss Cisneros to this city. * 

Miss Cisneros’s escape and safe arrival 
on the Seneca was one of the most daring 
feats ever attempted and successfully car- 
ried out. 

While she was still in prison her friends 
secured a passport for one Juan Sola and 
stateroom No. 3 on the Seneca was held in 
the same name. This was three days be- 
fore the boat sailed. On the Saturday 
when the Seneca was to leave Havana de- 
tectives watched her gangways with extra 
caution. All day long they remained at 
their post examining the passports which 
all passengers have to show before leaving 
Havana. Their vigilance would probably 
have prevented the departure of Miss Cis- 
neros from Cuba, had it not been for a 
little refreshment which was served to 
them by friends of Miss Cisneros, who 
were aboard the Seneca. The refreshment 
included wine. The chief of police of Ha- 
vana came aboard while the refreshment 
part of the plot was in progress and it is 
alleged that he, too, fell a victim of the 
wines of the Cisneros faction. 

A few minutes before the Seneca was 
ready to pull out from her dock a slim 
young fellow came running across. the 
wharf. He had no baggage and was fash- 
ionably dressed. He walked quickly up the 
gang plank. The detectives stopped him. 
‘‘My name is Juan Sola,’’ he said, and he 
showed his passport. Everything was 
satisfactory, so the senor was allowed to 
go aboard. It is said that if it had not 
been for the wine the strange treble and 
rather curious figure of Senor Sola might 
have excited the suspicions of the Spanish 
detectives. But the scheme worked suc- 
cessfully. Miss Cisneros’s friends, when 
they saw that everything was satisfactory, 
disembarked and watched the ship pull 
slowly out under the frowning Spanish 
guns, carrying the fugitive to safety under 
the stars and stripes. 

Miss Cisneros did not court danger any 
more than was necessary and at once went 
to her cabin. The next day, however, 
when Morro castle was left far behind, 
she appeared on deck, transformed into 
Senorita Juana Sola, alias Cossio y Cisne- 
ros, and dressed in a becoming red gown. 

Captain Stevens, commander of the Sene- 
ca, was angry when he discussed the Cis- 
neros incident with the reporters. Said he: 


“Since the commencement of the present 
insurrection it has been the custom of the 
Spanish authorities to post a couple of de- 
tectives at the head of the gangway of 
ships lying at Havana. We arrived at 6 
a. m on Saturday and left at 8 p. m., dur- 
ing which time the detectives did not leave 
the head of the gangpilank. Just before the 
Seneca sailed the chief of police, his deputy 
and his secretary came aboard. 

‘Senorita Cisneros had escaped two days 
previously and yet they asked no questions 
and made no search for her, although upon 
three former occasions they had searched 
the Seneca from stem to stern and keel to 
promenade deck while looking for 
suspects.’’ 

Captain Stevens said that fo the best of 
his knowledge the only persons who went 
aboard at Havaffa were the Lastie family, 
the Del Real family, eight Chinamen and 
a man whose name appeared upon the ad- 
vance passenger list as Juan Sola and who 
must have had a passport, otherwise he 
could not have gone aboard. When it was 
discovered that ‘Juan Sola’’ was a girl, 
the “‘Juan’’ was changed to “Juana” and 
Miss Cisneros came in under that name. 

Miss Cisneros was given some articles of 
feminine wearing apparel by the stewardess 
of the Seneca. 

A. C. Stewart, an Englishman who em- 
barked at Tampico and who speaks Span- 
ish, said that he sat opposite Miss Cisneros 
at the table during the voyage and that 
when she saw the Cape Hatteras light she 
fell upon her knees on the deck and prayed 
devoutly. Mr. Stewart says he found the 
rescued Cuban a most pleasant companion. 
She had her hair pinned up in a coil, worn 
under a sombrero when she embarked, dis- 
guised as a ranchman. 

The Cuban junta has issued an invitation 
to the people of Greater New York and vi- 
cinity interested in Senorita Cassia y Cis- 
neros and the cause of Cuba to attend a 
reception to be tendered to the rescued 
young woman at Delmonico’s, on Fifth ave- 
nue, Saturday night. The reception will 
really be a demonstration ot sympathy with 
the struggling republic and speakers of na- 
tional reputation will address the gather- 


ing.

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The State and the Railways, 
The annual report of the state rail-

road commission, from which The Con- 
(stitution made copious extracts yester- 


day, istunusually interesting and im- 
portant. The commission asks for an 
increase of authority in some respects, 
and makes a number of recommenda- 
tions that are worthy of the thoughtful 
attention of the general assembly. 

In addition, the commission goes into 
a discussion of some of the principles 
that form the groundwork and basis of 
state control, and the remarks and sug- 
gestions along this line are as import- 
ant as anythingin the report. Broadly 
stated, the right of the state to regulate 
freight and passenger rates is no longer 
courts have passed 


no dispute over the question, 

But now that the settlement has been 
made and the right exercised there are 
other questions that come up for consid- 
eration. Experience has shown that 
there is no more delicate problem than 
that which faces those who have been 


. pelected to protect and guard the rights 


of the public in this matter. They find 
themselves called upon to satisfy the 
public on one hand and preserve the 
railways on the other. As the com- 
mission puts it, “from the standpoint of 
the people it may be said that rates are 
always too high, and from the stand- 
point of the railways rates are always 
too low.”” The problem, therefore, is to 
adjust rates on the numberless products 
and articles that enter into commerce 
and trade so as to do justice to the 
people, and, at the same time, not in- 


‘jure the transportation companies, Here 


are two extremes between which the 
medium line of justice is to be drawn; 
and hereare tenthousand products and 
articles of commerce, whose values ana 
qualities are to be enumerated and con- 
sidered. 

The report of the commission goes 
into these interesting details somewhat 
at length, and the fairness and breadth 
of the document show conclusively that. 
in Georgia, at least, the experiment of 
state control has brought about a more 
scientific consideration of all the prob- 
lems involved, and, cOnsequently, a com- 
plete and almost perfect administration 
of the law as it stands. 

When the question of controlling rail- 
Way rates was before the people for dis- 
cussion, The Constitution stood almost 
alone among the daily papers of the 
state in championing the proposition 
to establish a.commission. Those who 
opposed the commission contended that 
the roads were private and not quasi- 
public institutions. But now it is not 
only acknowledged that the transporta- 
tion companies are quasi-public institu- 
tions, but the fact is relied on to pro- 
tect them against the injustice of un- 
profitable rates. And it is sufficient and 
unanswerable. 

The transportation companies being 
public in their nature, whatever injustice 
is visited on them reacts on the people. 
Fifty years ago the people could easily 
get along without railways. They had 
not adapted themselves to these heralds 
of commerce and trade, but now the case 
is different. Our whole business and 
commercial fabric is based on the rail- 
ways, and whatever cripples one is 
bound to hurt the other. The commis- 
sion calls attention to the fact that a 
“just and reasonable rate” is one that is 
just and reasonable in all its bearings, 
relations and results—just and reason- 
able to the public and just and reason- 
able to the transpértation companies, 

Attention is called to that part of the 
commission’s report which calls for some 
restraint to be placed on the issuance of 
railway stocks and bonds in Georgia. 
The suggestion is a gocd one. There is 
neither sense nor justice in taxing the 
people to pay dividends on watered stock 
or on debenture bonds issued against 
@ surplus in a railroad’s treasury, ana 
we are glad that the commission has 
taken the matter up. 

It has been the custom heretofore in 
times of prosperity for railway corpora- 
tions to water their stock as soon as the 
net earnings were more than sufficient 
to pay a 10 per cent dividend. In some 
cases, instead of issuing enough stock 
to limit the dividends to 10 per cent. 
debenture bonds or stock have been is- 

sued bearing 6 per cent interest. This, 
of course, is a tax on the public who 
pay the freight. 

Frequently, as the commission. points 
out, an over-issue is made for specula- 
tive purposes, and the road must either 
éarn sufficient money to meet the de- 
mands of these new obligations or be 
forced into the hands of a receiver. While 
the whole public is not hurt by rail- 
‘Way receiverships, yet we have witnessed 
in this state the wreck and ruin occa- 
sioned by forcing a road into unneces- 
sary and untimely bankruptcy. Widows 
and orphans were ruined, minority 
stockholders squeezed out and estates 

A railway receivership is not 
wholesome method of settlement. 
issue of railway stocks and bonds 

ld be made public, and should be 
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regulated by the state in the interest of | 


the people, in the interest of investors, 
and in the interest of minority stock- 
holders. It is very important for the 
people to know whether they are taxed 
(by means of freight rates) to sfipport 
issues of watered stock or debenture 
bonds. : 

It is the policy of the state, clearly 
pointed out in the commission's report, 
to secure justice to all—justice to the 
people, to the railways and to those who 
have invested their savings in that form 
of property. 
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Carlisle. 


While lovers of liberty the world over 
are congratulating the brilliant stroke of 
The New York Journal in releasing 
Evangelina Cisneros from the Cuban 
dungeon into which she was thrown by 
Weyler, there is une croak which is not 
without peculiar significance. It comes 
from John G. Carlisle, secretary of the 
treasury of the late Cleveland admin- 
istration. 

The Journal sent telegrams to promi- 
nent Americans throughout the country 
asking for an expression of opinion con- 
cerning this remarkable exhibition of 
journalistic @nterprise. From All sides 
words of praise were received. United 
States senators and members of con- 
gress, without regard to polities; distin- 
guished ministers of the gospel, Catho- 
lics and Protestants; governors, scien- 
tists, men prominent in the professions 
and leading women, all joined in con- 
gratulation at the liberation of Miss 
Cisneros, and in crediting Mr. Hearst's 
enterprising newspaper with the most 
brilliant journalistic stroke of the 
decade. 

But Carlisle marred the melody of the 
joyful refrain. Carlisle, who was once 
a southerner; Carlisle, who was once 
a democrat, but who, since the time of 
his betrayal of the government when he 
entered into the infamous midnight bond 
deals to put additional burdens on the 
shoulders of the people, has been better 
known as Carlisle; the renegade—tnis 
same Carlisle thinks that the rescue of 
Miss Cisneros “by the representatives of 
The Journal takes on a graver aspect 
than the majority of people will imag- 
ine.” He sees international complica- 
tions ahead, and adds: “Should Spain 
see fit to demand from this country the 
return of her prisoner of war, liberated 
without authority by an American citi- 
zen, we must, in honor, comply with 
such demand.” 

Elihu Root, the 


distinguished lawyer 
of New York, well says of the “interna- 
tional complication” spook: “The Unit- 
ed States is not affected in its relations 
with the friendly power of Spain by the 
rescue of Miss Cisneros. The lady was 
not a prisoner of war; because it is not 
conceded, even by Spain herself, that 
there is a war in Cuba.” 

In commenting upon the release of 
Miss Cisneros, The Journal says: 

The Journal knows very well that the 
whole proceeding is lawlessly out of tune 
with the prosaic and commercial nine- 
teenth century. We shall not be surprised 
at international complications, nor at 
solemn and rebuking.assurances that the 
age of Knight errantry is past. 
can be answered that if innocent maidens 
are still imprisoned by tyrants, the knight 
errant is yet needed. The Journal is bound- 
lessly glad that it has rescued Evangelina 
Cisneros from the unspeakable ~“Weyler’s 
hands, Spanish law or no Spanish law, and 
the comity of nations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The Journal is ready to 
stand all the consequénces of what it has 
done. The main thing is that the wronged 
and suffering girl is out of the Casa Reco- 
jidas, out of Cuba, out of Weyler’s grasp, 
and safe under the stars and stripes. The 
freedom which The Journal has conferred 
will not be taken away, for we are confi- 
dent that, whatever else may happen, the 
American people will seerto it that Evange- 
lina Cisneros shall not be delivered up to 
Spain. 

This is not the first time that this 
same John G. Carlisle has caused the 
south to blush for his being credited 
to it, but in this instance there is con- 
solation in the fact that his opinion is 
repudiated, north, east and west, as well 
as by the south: 

Possibly Mr. Carlisle has been engaged 
as a special attorney for Spain. 
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Unjust to the Private Soldier. 

If the word of a private soldier in the 
United States army is not treated with 
some respect by officers, it is evident 
either that the great bulk of our army is 
composed of men who are not worthy of 
confidence or else that the private sol- 
dier himself is the victim of great in- 
justice. 

This observation rises naturally out 
of the humiliating punishment recently 
inflicted upon a private soldier at Fort 
Sheridan, near Chicago, III. It seems 
that the soldier in question was not a 
member of the garrison stationed at Fort 
Sheridan, but belonged to the garrison 
at Plattsburg, WN. IY. As the story 
goes, some two or three weeks ago he 
applied for a leave of absence iff order 
to visit Chicago on important business. 
This request being denied, the soldier 
felt constrained to make the trip in de- 
fiance of the rules, and, accordingly, left 
the garrison without permission. Af- 
ter transacting his business in Chicago 
he put in his appearance at Fort Sheri- 
dan and surrendered himself up to ar- 
rest. Pending instructions from the 
garrison at Plattsburg, the authorities of 
Fort Sheridan gave orders for the sol- 
dier’s imprisonment. Under the rules 
of the fort every prisoner is required to 
work for a certain number of hours each 
day; but, contending that the authori- 
ties of the fort had no right to punish 
him in this way before hearing from 
Plattsburg, the soldier refused to obey 
orders. Subsequently he was served 
with notice to appear at court and an- 
swer to the charge of failing to obey 
orders, but this he likewise refused to 
do for consistent reasons. Thereupon 
the prisoner was securely bound by di- 
rection of the officer of the day and lit- 
erally dragged into the courtroom some 
distance from the prison. 

Of course the conduct of the soldier in 


| refusing to obey crders is not to be ex- 


tenuated; but ordinarily the punishment 
inflicted upon members of the garrison 
for refusing to obey orders was to put 
them on starvation diet, and in this way 
bring them around. To bind the prisoner 
hand and foot, therefore. and drag him 
into court was something in the nature 
of a departure from Me rules. Somé¢ 
of the private soldiers of the garrison 
contend that the prisoner was treated in 
the most outrageous manner. and that 
several times the officer cf the day struck 
him with his foot as he lay helpless upon 
the ground. When the attention of the 
commandant of the fort was 
brought to the personal indig- 
nities heaped upon the prisoner by the 
officer of the day it is alleged that he 
refused to listen to.any charges which 
were calculated to put the officer under 
arrest. His reply to the statement that 
several private soldiers hed witnessea 
these indignities was, “I do not consid- 
er the word of a private soldier sufficient 
evidence for placing an officer under ar- 
rest.” If 
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ment for the commanding officer of the 
fort to make, and it holds out little en- 
couragement to those brave men who 
constitute the bulk of our army and who 
hold themselves in readiness kt a mo- 
ment’s notice to imperil their lives in 
defense of the nation’s flag. 

As the result of his injuries in being 
dragged to court the soldier is now in 
the garrison hospital receiving medical 
treatment. But deeper than the in- 
juries inflicted upon this one particular 
soldier is the sweeping declaration made 
by the commandant of the fort, reflect- 
ing upon the honor of every private sol- 
dier in the nation’s service. Without 
undertaking to pass upon the issues 
growing out of the facts in the case, The 
Constitution is forced to enter its pro- 
test against the sweeping indictment of 
private soldiefs. Much of the glory 
Which this country today enjoys, in 
fact, the very existence of the govern- 
ment itself, rests upon the dauntless 
heroism of private soldiers. Every bat- 
tle field of our history is redolent with 
the achievements of these unproclaimed 
heroes, and the government will honor 
them as long as its fabric endures. The 
position which The Constitution takes is 
that the affair at Fort Sheridan should 
be thoroughly investigated in order that 
any wrongs committed by superior of- 
ficers may be adjusted. This position 
it takes without seeking in the least to 
condone the faults of the obstreperous 
soldier about whom the affair centers. 
Unless something is done the affair is 
bound to have a depressing effect not 
only upon the army, but upon the mar- 
tial spirit of the country itself, 
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No doubt you'll be surprised to learn 
that banner doesn’t rhyme with Hanna.

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MISTRIAL IN THE 
ATKINSON CASE 


Jury Could Not Decide Whether or Not 
Mrs. Atkinson Is Guilty. 


WAS OUT ALL NIGHT LONG 


Jury Stood Seven for Acquittal and 
Five for Conviction. 


MRS. ATKINSON ON THE STAND TEN HOURS 


She Made a Good Impression—It Iz Not 
Believed That the Case WT7il 
Be Tried Again. 


Glenville, W. Va., October 13.—The jury 
in the famous case of Mrs. Governor At- 
kinsou, on trial for forging her former 
husbanG’s name, disagreed today and was 
discharged by the court. The jury stood 
seven for acquittal and five for conviction. 

There had been a continuous session of 
the court since 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, excepting an hour’s intermission for 
meals, and Mrs. Atkinson had been on the 
stand for ten hours. Her textimony was 
a general denial of all the allegations 
charged in the indictments. She did not 
waver from the statement un cross exam- 
ination that all the receipts in controversy 
given to Owens were written at the dicta- 
tion of Judge Camden in his lifetime, and 
that they represented what they show 
upon their face. 

She insisted that all the other papers 
and transactions relied upon by the state 
to show criminal intention were genuine 
and instituted at the dictation of Judge 
Camden. She denied that she had any 
interset whatever in the Owens land or 
that Owens nad at any time paid her mon- 
ey or any other thing of value. The cross 
examination was very rigid. Mrs, Atkin- 
son’s demeanor upon the witness stand 
was modest and unassuming. She made a 
favorabie impression, 

At the conclusion of Msgs. Atkinson’s tes- 
timony at 5 o’clock last evening the argu- 
ments commenced, the court allowing each 
side three hours. John 8, Withers opened 
for the state and was followed by W. W. 
Brannon for the defendant. At the night 
session R. F. Kiddon, Judge Brannon and 
John Davis spoke for the defense and 
were followed by R. C. Linn, who ciosed 
the argument tor the state. The court's 
instructions to the jury were impartial 
and the case was given to the tweive men. 
At 11:15 a. m. the jury asked for instruc- 
tions on certain circumstantial evidence, 
and returned to consultation. At 2:30 a. m. 
they had not agreed andthe court adjourn- 
ed until 7 a. m. At 9:30 a. m. the jury 
reported that it had failed to agree and 
was dismissed. The court immediately ad- 
journed. It is not believed that the case 
will be tried again. 

What the Governor Says. 

Cincinnati, O., October 13.—A special to 
The Commercial-Tribune from VYYeston, W. 
Va, says: 

In the case of, the state of West Virginia. 
against Myra H. Atkinson, wife of Gover- 
nor Atkinson, the defendant refused to 
talk, but Governor Atkinson gave a stlate- 
ment for tae press, in which he said: 

“The prosecution was actuated by malice. 
I am of the opinion that several witness- 
es, indeed all the real testimony upon 
which the case hinged, had been :nduced 
to testify for a consideration. 1 am thor- 
oughiy convinced that two or more’ of 
them were purchased, All fair-minded 
people couid see clearly that Camden Sum- 
mers, grandson of the late G. D. Camden, 
was at the bottom of and instigaior of 
this procedure. Soon after Judge Camden 
married my present wife, Mr. Summers ald 
others started out on a career of persecu- 
tion by anonymous letters and newspa- 
per stories. Indeed, prior to Mrs. AtKin- 
son's marriage to Camden, she was annoy- 
ed with an anonymous letter, warning 
her not to marry Camden. Furthermore, 
when the will of Judge Camden was about 
to be probated, she received various let- 
ters threatening newspaper publication unh- 
less a large sum ‘of money was paid, in 
which case it was promised nothing would 
be said or published relative to her. 

“Prior to her marriage to me a similar 
anonymous letter was sent her threatening 
newspaper notoriety. .The man who in- 
spired all these publications is well known 
to be Camden Summers, the aforesaid 
grandson of Judge Camden, upon whose 
testimony the indictment against. Mrs. At- 
kinson was solely founded and who ap- 
peared as the principal prosecuting witness 
in this case. 

“In my unbiased judgment Mrs. Atkinson 
is guilty of no crime whatever, most cer- 
tainly not the crime of aiding and abetting 
‘in uttering the forged papers charged 
against her in the indictment. Evidence 
in this trial showed that- Camden Sum- 
mers proposed to the attorneys of Joshua 
Owens that if he would testify against 
Mrs. Atkinson nothing would be done with 
Owens. and that he would not have to pay 
for his land which they claimed had not 
been paid for. All I have to say in con- 
clusion is that the whole thing from be- 
ginning to end is worked up to injure my 
wife and humiliate me.’”’ 

A Woman of Standing. 

The trial of Mre. Myra H. Atkinson on 
a charge of forgery is one of the most re- 
markable on record. She is the rich wife of 
George Wesley Atkinson, governor of West 
Virginia, and has been prominent socially 
for many years, not only in West Virginia, 
but in Washington. 

Mrs. Atkinson has powerful influences 
behind her, for aside from her own wealth 
it is said she can command a milhon 
through her sister, ‘Mrs. Goff, a relative of 
Judge Nathan Goff, of the United States 
district court. 

As if this were not enough to enable her 
to put up a strong defense, she can also 
command ¢ political influence that might 
prove more potent than mere money. Her 
position seems almost impregnable when it 
is considered that besides all this -she is 
the wifes of the governor, who has the 
pardcning-power, in case of conviction, 
thcugh he says he has never given tho 
idea a place in hi smind and neither has his 
wife. 

Mrs. Atkinson was thrice married, and 
each time it was to ber benefit. As a poor 
and obscure girl she first married Dr. Ed. 
Davis, a man of prominent family, in 1875. 
Dr. Davis drank lye for whisky in the dark 
one night and died. 

In 1883 the widcw married Judge Gideon 
Draper Camden, the most prominent and 
wealthiest member of the famous Camden 
family, that numbers senatofs, Kovernors 
and millionaires in its list of notables. She 
was then thirty-eight, handsome, vivacicus 
and lively—just the sort of woman to at- 
tract a millionaire widower of seventy-five; 
and that he was attracted, and that the 
widow was not without business sense, is 
proved by a marriage contract that gave 
her $100,000 for marrying him and caring 
for him im his old age; ulso by the will, 
that gave her all of his estate except a few 
$500 legacies he left to his children and 
grandchildren. When Mrs. Camden marri2d 
Governor Atkinson last summer she was 
still well preserved and retained much of 
her youthful spirit and vigor. 

The forgeries Mrs. Atkinson ‘s alleged to 
heve committei are in connection with the 
property left by Judge Camden. 

And it is through these that she is zl- 
leged to have ercured control of and to have 
turned into cash thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property now claimed by others of 
the Camden heirs. 

Judge Camden was weak for a long time 
before his death, but up te the last he in- 
sisted upon transacting his own business. 
Physically incapacitated, he was unable to 
do this ratisfactorily, and he left many 
things half done. . 


Clever Scheme, if True. 
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Atkinson is that 


Camden’s death, to get control of the es- 
tate of $112,000 he left, or at least converted 
it into cash. The method she adopted, it is 
said, was to sell the land cheap, and by 
means of forged letters -antedating the 
death of Judge Camden, intended to prove 
that the business transacted had been car- 
ried on and concluded before the judge 
passed away. Thus the: money paid for the 
land would go to her directly and the other 
heirs would see none of it. It is with these 
letters and contracts that the prosecution 
hopes to win its case. 

The arrest of Mrs. Atkinson caused a pro- 
found sensation trom which the natives of 
West Virginia have not yet recovered. It 
was given a political significance that, per- 
haps, it did not merit. Some of the gov- 
ernor’s friends went so far as to charge 
that the case was brought to injure his 
chances for the seat in the United States 
senate now occupied by Senator Faulkner. 

The fact is, Mrs. Camden (her name be- 
fore her marriage to Governor Atkinson, a 
short time ago), was under indictment be- 
fore her marriage, and the movement to 
indict her was begun before it had even 
been hinted that a love affair between them 
existed. The announcement of their en- 
gagement last June was, in fact, moge of a 
surprise than the announcement that Mrs. 
Camden had been indicted.

REPORT READY 
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Facts and Figures To Be Pre- 
sented to the Lepislature 


9.235 CONVICTS CONCERNED 


There Are 58 Women, 169 Boys, and 
d43 Who Are Disabied, 
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JUDGE TURNER DESCRIBES THEM ALL

| Furnishes Exact Information on Which 


the New Convict System Can Be 
Intelligently Planned—Some 
Statistics of General 
Interest. 


Judge Turner, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, has completed his annual re- 
port and tomorrow it will be sent to the 
printers, Like all of the public papers of 
the author, it is well written and the sta- 
tistics it contains have been carefully com- 
piled, but it differs from the usual run of 
documents of the sort in that it has been 
prepared with the special view to supply- 
ing the members of the legislature with 
full emergency information on the convict 
question. These members will have to de- 
vise and adopt some plan for the disposi- 
tion of the state’s convicts at the expira- 
tion of the present lease, and inasmuch as 
the lease expires on April 1, 1899, it is plain 
that the present legislature will have to 
make final settlement of the vexed 
problem. 

Judge Turner has done everything in his 
power to make his’ report complete. 
The general plan which he out- 
lined in advance as the. basis ofa 
bill to be submitted to the legislature was 
taken up by Representative Hall, of Cow- 
eta county, chairman of the penitentiary 
committee of the house, and will be sub- 
mitted on Ottober 25th to the $oint peni- 
tentiary committees of the house and sen- 
ate. The majority report of the sub-com- 
mittee has altered Judge Turner’s plan to 
the extent of giving greater powers to the 
proposed penitentiary commission, while 
the minority & in favor of his recommen- 
dation to purchase a centrally located farm, 
on which the boys under seventeen years 
of age, the women and the old and dis- 
abled male emyicts might be employed. 
His suggestion that all the others be hired 
for terms not exceeding five years, the 
profit of their labor to go toward the build- 
ing of a central penitentiary, has met with 
nearly unanimous approval. 


Description of Convicts. 

In his report Judge Turner gives facts 
and figures whieh will be of tremendous 
value in shaping the course of whatever 
convict legislatiog may be finally enacted 
into law. The number of convicts now in 
the penitentiary is 2,235. At the same time 
last year the number was 2,357. Since then 
there have been 58 new commitments, one 
transfer from the asylum for the insane 
and seventeen recaptures. During the same 
time there have beén 4% discharges, sixty- 
One pardons, fifty+ix deaths, seventy 
escapes, three returns for new trial and 
two transfers to the asylum for the in- 
sane. The fact that there were seventy 
-escapes in a single year is a somewhat 
astonishing record that Judge Turner will 
call upon the lessees to explain. 

A careful description of the convicts 
which the state now has on hand is made 
by the report in order that the legislature 
may act intelligently in disposing of them. 
of the 2,235, the report shows that 957 are 
married and 1,275 are single. Their age is 
shown in the following tabie:

The new system which haj been proposed 
contemplates a division of he convicts in- 
to two classes, and Judge Turner supplies 
this information without tomment. He 
Says that of the 2,177 male convicts 1,845 
are ‘able-bodied and competmt to perform 
hard manual labor, leaving 32 jin the dis- 
abled class. Of the fifty-eigh females he 
enters forty-five as able-bodtq and thir- 
teen as disabled, leaving a tOw] of 1,890 in 
the first class and 345 in the sewond. Of the 
entire convict population 871 are able to 
read and write, 218 are able } read only 
and 1,146 are wholly illiterate. 

So much has been said regarding the 
value of the labor of the c®yicts that 
particular attention is certainto be 2t- 
tracted toward that portion Ofthe report 
which shows their profession feyious to 
their conviction. No city directry shows 
a greater variety of talent thanthis cata- 
logue of the convicts, and the rejort would 
indicate that an entire city couldeasily be 
equipped with the present Peiitentiury 
population of Georgia. In the li¢ are six 
barkeepers, one actor, two brokers, one 
civil engineer, two drymmers, ®e elec- 
trician, one newspaper reporter, me phy- 
sician, two ministers, one selicdl n and 
five school teachers.

The recommendation of Judge Turner for 
&@ reformatory, which has already been 
indorsed by Governor Atkinson and many 
members of both the house and senate, is 
given the advantage of an argument with- 
out words. Tucked away ina corner of the 
report is a table which shows that 277 con- 
victs are now serving their second term: 
that thirty-eight are now Serving their 
third term; that ten are now serving their 
fourth term; that six are now serving their 
fifth term, and that one is now serving his 
sixth term. Just what these figures would 
be if Georgia had been wise enough to 
establish a reformatory twenty years ago 
may be guessed. 

The full report of Judge Turner will 
probably be in type in time to be delivered 
to the members of the joint penitentiary 
committees of the house and senate, who 
will meet here on the 25th. This body en- 
trusted the formation of a bill to a sub- 
committee and the doings of that sub-com- 
mittee have already been printed in full in 
The Constitution. They have agreed to 
report Representative Hall’s bill with a 
favorable recommendation, but it is more 
than likely that a minority report will be 
presented, and that this dispute will dump 
the entire question back upon the legisla- 
ture. In such an emergency the facts and 
figures submitted by Judge Turner. will 
probably make his report the most con- 
spicuous document that will be presented 
to this august body when it assemblies on 
the 27th instant. 


GRAND JURY IS IN SESSION 
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Many Cases Were Investigated by the 
Body Yesterday Morning. 


MACK JETT IS INDICTED 


His Victim, Mrs. Sexton, Is Said To Be 
in a Very Precarious Condition 
and May Not Recover. 


The grand jury was in session yesterday 
morning an@ the usual number of witnesses 
swarmed into the courtroom to testify in 
the cases which were being investigated by 
the grand jury. For several hours during 
the morning the hallways in the courthouse 
were crowded with witnesses and their 
friends. Many criminal cases were taken 
up of minor importance to the puDlic, deal- 
ing with petty offenders whose deeds were 
violations of the law. In the batch of in- 
dictments handed down the crimes reached 
from simple larceny to assault with intent 
to murder. 

Mack Jett, who has been confined, in jail 
several days, was {indicted for assault 
with intent to murder. It is claimed by 
the witnesses who testified against him 
that his victim, Mrs. Sexton, is very se- 
riously ill from his assault and that she 
may die at any moment.

KEYLESS BOXES ARE NOW IN 


The Doors Were Placed on Them Dur- 
ing Yesterday. 


ARE IN THE CENTER OF THE CITY 


Will Very Materially Aid the Fire 
Department in Its Work—Heavy 
Fine for False Alarms. 


The keyless doors to the new fire alarr) 
boxes which have recently been placed in 
the center of the city arrived yesterday and 
were put on the boxes during the day. 

This completes the new arrangements in 
the fire arm system of Atlanta and it 
now stands the equal of that of any other 
city its size in the United States. The boxes 
are of the very latest pattern and are tne 
same as those used in New York city. 

The keyless boxes have been placed oniy 
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in the center of the city, it not being 


great amount of time is lost in finding a 
key with which to open the box and send 
in the alarm. With the keyless box all 
mecessity for a key is done away with and 
any one can send in the alarm. In this way 
when a person discovers a fire in the center 
of the city it will not be necessary for them 
to find a policeman before send'ng in the 
alarm, but they can run to the box and 
turn the crank, thus saving valuable time. 

In order that persons who send in an 
alarm “just for fun’ may be discovered 
and properly dealt with there is a large 
gong inside of the keyless boxes and this 
rings very loudly when the handle is turned 
and an alarm sent in. The bell rings loud 
enough to attract the attention of persons 
several blocks away and the sender of a 
false alarm can easily be discovered. 

The city council has passed an ordinance 
placing a heavy fine on anyone discovered 
sending in a false alarm. The ordinance 
allows the informant to claim half of the 
fine and this will induce people to be on 
the lookout. 

In addition to placing In the keyless boxes 
Chief Joyner has had al! the fire alarm 
boxes timed up so that now the alarm is 
received in just half the t'me that it tor- 
merly took them to come in. This enables 
the firemen to get out much sooner than 
heretofore.

They hope then to get Brooks out with a 
light sentence. 

If Brooks is granted a new trial Rey- 
nolds will be the most important witness.

“We do not take up Dr. Whitsitt’s opin- 
ion & the prejudice of any brother or set 
of brethren, nor will we adopt their opinion 
to tue prejudice of Dr. Whitsitt. Neither 
he nor thev cease to be our brethren in 
full, loyal fellowship because of what they 
respectively believe about their introduction 
of immersion into England in 1641. We in- 
voke all parties on hoth s'des to realize 
afresh that we are brethren. In his state- 
ment to the trustees, published in the con- 
vention minutes, Dr. Whitsitt savs: ‘In 
regard to the articles written as editorials 
for The Independent, I have long felt that 
it was a mistake.’ As to the John Encey- 
clopedia article, he says: ‘It will he very 
pleasing to me if I can honorably procure 
the elimination from it of whatsoever is of- 
fensive to any of my brethren.’ Again: 
‘Regarding the charge that I expressed a 
conviction that a kinswoman of mine 
ought to follow her husband into a Paedo- 
Baptist church. it was never my intention 
to inuicate a belief that the family out- 
ranks the church of God. I belleve that 
obedience to God's command is above eyery 
other human duty, and that peopl® in 
every relation of life ought to obey God 
rather than man.’ Again. in his book on 
‘A Question in Baptist History,’ he says: 
‘Immersion as a religious rite was prac- 
ticed by John the Baptist about the vear 
30 of our era, and was solemnly enjoined 
by our Savioy upon all of his ministers to 
the end of time. No other observance was 
in use for baptism itn New Testament 
times. The practice, though sometimes 
greatly perverted, has heen continued from 
the apostolic age down to our own. As I 
understand the scriptures, immersion is 
essential to Christian baptism.’ There ex- 
planations, together with the statement 
that he would correct, as soon as he could 
all that was offensive in his expressions. 
seems to us to challenge the full. hearty 
and complete acceptance of the most ex- 
acting of his hrethren. Wea deeply syvm- 
pathize with those who have been wounded 
or prejudiced by these controversies en 
whichever side they mav be. but. for the 
sake of the Lord and His cause. let them 
‘seek peace am! pursue it.” The Masses of 
our people, who are not Involved in these 
unfortunate personalities, can easily and 
promptly respond to this appeal.”

BUSINESS DEAL B:COMES COMPLICATED 


Plaintiff Says He Was Restrained from 
Soliciting Business Which He 
Sold Them Three Years Ago. 


Mr. W. W. Haskell, the well-known insu- 
rance agent, has been cited to appear ™e; 
fore Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court, 
to show cause why he should not be at- 
tached for contempt of court. Should it 
be found after the hearing that he is in 
contempt of court, he will have to purge 
himself of the contempt instanter or go io 
jail. 

The order of Judge Lumpkin resulted 
from the application of the Riley-Grant 
Company, which filed a petition in the su- 
perior court showing that three years ago 
an order had been granted by the court 
restraining Mr. Haskell from soliciting in- 
surance for the period of three years and 
enjoining him perpetually from 
the insurance which he sold the 
Grant Company or in any way securing 
or giving out any of the information which 
he had sold the company. The first limi- 
tations of the order has expired, tbe three 
years naving passed, and Mr tiaskell en- 
tered into the insurance business on Au- 
gust ist of this year. The s cord portion 
of the cyeurt order Was to De Ol force per- 
petually and it is claimed by the Riey- 
Grant Company that Mr. Haskell has 
violated its provisions and is consequently 
in contempt of the court. 

“Several years ago the Riley-Grant Com- 
pany bought the agency business of W. 
VW. Hlaskell, with the renewal interest in 
the agency, Which represented the Britist- 
American Assurance Company,” said Mr. 
Riley yesterday. “Phe Ritey-Grant (€orn- 
pany paki Mr. Haskell $1.80) @fur tie re- 
newal interest. After the pureh 
made the agency Was | 
kell disregarded nis obligation and 
ued to sonelc the busines- wiiich 
sold along with the good will, 

“Qn account of the cond.tet oO!

an injunction against Haskell, The ord 
was granted restraining him from #0.ic:t- 
ing any business for a period of tree 
years from August 1, 159, and further from 
ever at any time interfering with the 
business sold and transferred us. The iat- 
ter part of the injunction was made prer- 
petual. ” 

“The Riley-Grant Company claims that, 
notwithstanding the court's order, Huskell 
is soliciting business, and we have. peli- 
tioned the court io rule him for contempt, 
the latter part of the original injugviion 
being our reliance.”’ 

Judge Lumpkin’s Injunction. 

The jnjunction which was grante’ by 
Judge Lumpkin three years ago is as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereupon it is ordered and decreed by 
the court that the defendant, W. W. Has- 
kell, be enjoined from zoliciting or writ- 
ing fire insurance policies on rieks In the 
city of Atlanta or on proper:y there‘'n,

NEWS WAS EVENLY DIVIDED 


Corn Weak, but Unchanged—Oats 1-8c 
Higher and Provisions Advanced 
2 1-2 to 12 1-2c. 


Chicago, October 13.—Wheat today re- 
giined almost precisely what it lost yes- 
terday, December closing at an advance 
of 1%c. Large sales of wheat for export 
and a revision by a well-known English 
authority of the surprising visible increase 
figures given out by Bradstreet’s yesterday 
were the principal stimulating influences. 
Corn was very weak at the outset ¢.nd the 
Strength of wheat only served to drag the 
narket back to yesterday's figures. Oats 
Closed %e higher ard provisions, under 
g00d support, advanced 24.@1214c. 

News affecting the wheat market 
about evenly divided at the opening. Liv- 
erpool cables were slightly lower at the 
outset. There was also a London Times 
cable saying that rains had practically 
assured the Argentine harvest and that 
37,000,000 bushels wouid be exported from 
the crop. December, which closed yester- 
dy at 90%c, opened today at 9014@S90%c. 
There was quite influential selling for a 
time, influenced mostly by the breaking of 
the Argentine drought, and a slow decline 
to 89%c resulted. By 11 o'clock, however, 
the complexion of the market had changed, 
President Hill, of the Great Northern road, 
estimated that his line would have 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat to carry this year, where- 
as 60,000,000 bushels had been figured on, 
The estimate was based on harvesting re- 
turns, which were very poor in some lo- 
calities. Northwest receipts were mode- 
rate. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 962 
cars, against 1,003 last year and 867 a year 
ago. Chicago receipts were 163 cars. It 
developed as the day advanced that the 
local crowd had sold too much wheat. An 
attempt on the part of the brokers for 
some of the local shorts to cover brougnt 
out the fact that offerings were very scan- 
ty. This put the trade in very good con- 
dition to receive the report of export en- 
sagements at New York and out ports of 
AW. bushels. One of the most bullish 
items of the day was the Beerbohm esti- 
mates that the world’s available supply 
had increased only 3,200,000 bushels during 
last week. This was 8,000,000 bushels less 
than Bradstreet had figured it. A New 
York exporting firm reported that it had 
bought over 1,000.00 bushels of wheat in 
the last thirty days. Official closings at 
Liverpool, Antwerp and Paris were lower, 
but it was reported later that the curb mar- 
Ket in Paris was up a quarter of a franc. 
Altogether the trade here showed more 
strength and activity than it has shown 
for sOme time. December wheat by 1 
o'clock had advanced to 91%c and it was 
bringing ¥91%c at the close. 

Corn started very weak. The 4@%d de- 
cline at Liverpool, coupled with tne fact 
that there are now nearly 23,000,000 vusheis 
in public and private houses here, caused 
liqu.dation, which was heavy at times.

EUROPEAN CORN SITUATION. 


Abstract of the Monthly Report of the 
Agricultural Department. 


Washington, October 13.—The monthly re- 
port of the agricultural department on the 
European crop situation, summarizing the 
reports of European correspondents to Sta- 
tistican Hyde, was made public today.

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MUCH LIQUOR BEING MADE 


Government Grain Distilleries Are Be- 
ginning Work Early. 


OVER FORTY ARE IN OPERATION 


— 


The Cc1n Crop Is Large and the Moun- 
taineers Are Rapidly Converting 
the Grain Into Whisky. 


Sparkling corn juice, pure and _ strong, 
laden with that rich perfume that is pécu- 
liar to the product of ripe golden grain, is 
now beginning to flow in the rugged hills of 
north Georgia. 

Uncle Sam is superinteniing the manu- 
factories. He is exercising closer watch 
over his distilleries up there in the moun- 
tains than ever before and it looKs now as 
if he will run out more good mountain dew 
than he has stamped in many a single year. 

It is early for the corn liquor manufac- 
tories to begin, but there was a big crop 
of corn this year and some of it was very 
early. The internal revenue department is 
looking after those already ‘in operation. 
Over forty grain distilieries have already 
begun operations and every day new li- 
censes are being granted for other new dis- 
tilleries. 

Moonshine liquor will 
thing of the past if the 
continues to be as efficient as it has been 
for several years. Men who have been 
moonshiners all their lives are beginning 
to realize that the government is almost 
as large as they are, and they had rather 
pay a tax on their product than to stay 
in a strange jail half the time and be 
dodging the revenues the other half. It is 
safe to say that the number of bonded 
distilleries this year will exceed that of 
any preceding year. 

Despite the small fruit crop the number 
of brandy and fruit distillerles was larger 
this year than usual, all because a larger 
percentage of the manufacturers did their 
work with the approval of the government 
and not on some rugged hidden bluff or in 
some dark swamp. 

Strange as it may seem, . the moonshine 
element which ,once ruled north Georgia 
has now given place to a law-abiding peo- 
ple, and though the number of moon- 
shiners is still large, there has been a slow 
but sudden decrease in their strength and 
power. : 

Several United States deputy marshals 
are now talking of resigning because the 
business of catching mvuonshiners has be- 
come so unremunerative that they cannot 
make a living at the work. 

The government grain distilleries are 
opening up unusually early. The revenue 
officials expeci a very large business in the 
corn liquor line this year,

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NEW CHERT ROAD 
1S COMPLETED 


Extends from Peachtree Creek Almost 
to Buckhead. 


IT IS A MAGNIFICENT DRIVE 


Peachtree Chert Road Is Now One of 
the Finest in This Country. 


IS LEVEL AND SMOOTH ALL THE WAY 


Commissioners Have Taken a Great 
Amount of Care in Its Erection 
and Are Pleased with It. 


The last portion of the Peachtree road 
from Peachtree creek to “Greystone,” has 
been completed and the road from the end 
of the asphalt, on Peachtree street, is now 
one of the prettiest and smoothest chert 
roads in this country. 

The first portion of the road was com- 
pleted from Fourteenth street, at the city 
limits, to a short distance beyond Brook- 
wood, and Jater work was begun on the 
road: from Peachtree creek to within a 
short distanee of Buckhead. The work on 
this part has been progressing for some 
time and about two days ago was com- 
pleted. 

It is considered the prettiest and best part 
of the eptire Peachtree road and is by all 
means one of the prettiest roads in the en- 
tire south. The chert used here wasof finer 
quality that that first usedand the county 
sommissioners,when they selected Mis chert 
had become more experienced in the differ- 
ent Kinds of this material. he chert used 
here was obtained fpom Birmingham ‘and 
as it is now on the road is as smooth and 
level as a marble floor. 

On either side of this road are fine coun- 
try homes of prominent citizens and the 
large houses sitting back among the trees 
only add to the natural beauty of the scen- 
ery. 

Taken as a whole, the drive from the Cap- 
ital City Club, on Peachtree street, to the 
end of the chert on the Peachtree road is 
one of the most magnificent to be found 
anywhere. It is something Ike seven miles 
in length and the erade is such that a horse 
can be Kept at a fast trot the entire dis- 
tance, 

On Peachtree street the very prettiest 
portion of the city Is seen and the finest 
residences are located. After leaving the as- 
phalt the chert begins and this road, which 


is only a continuation of Peachtree street, | 


passes through some of the prettiest coun 
try in Georgia 

The road is sixty feet wide with ten feet 
on each side for sidewalks, making that 
portion paved with chert forty feet- in 
width. 

On different portions of the read and sit- 
ting back on the bills that overlook it are 
a number of beautiful summer homes 
owned by men who do business.in Atlanta 
and spend their hours of recreation away 
from the nolse and stir of 1he eity. 

Before the road was paved with chert 
there were any number of very steep hills. 
These have been graded down until now 
the read is almost level and at the por- 
tions where the highest hills stood the 
grade is barely noticeable. The Peachtree 
creck bridge was raised severa! feet in or- 
der to obtain a better grade and this added 
greatly ta the beauty of the road. The 
hridge across the creek is of iron and can 
bear the weight of many tons. 

The bridge over the Seaboard Air-Line 
belt road was also raised a number of feet 
and does not interfereswith the smoothness 
of the road the least bit. The curves have 
been rounded to a degree of perfectness that 
is wonderful and a bicyelist can fairly fly 
from one end to the other. 

One of the beauties of the road which is 
brought prominently forward is the fact 
that there is nothing to frighten horses and 
nothing to mar the natural beauty of the 
scenery. It creeps about through the quiet 
woods and its own smoothness only adds 
to the natural stillness. 

The remainder of the road to Buckhead 
will not be completed this winter on account 
of the fact that it cannot be worked in 
bad weather. But next summer it will be 
completed and then the magnificence of the 
drive will be materially added to.
